In some parts 
of this country, and notably in its South 
em habitat, it attains a remarkable size, 
often rising to a height of sixty or seventy 
feet, with an elegant, well-proportioned 
trunk, and an expanded ■wnmit of dark 
rich foliage idrilf and ^rmmatrloallj dis- 
posed. 

It is said to have been introduced Into 

E'lrope in the early part of this century, 
where, on account of its exceeding beauty 
as a shade tree, it has maintained an un- 
diminished popularity to the present day.

In the forestry department of the Paris 
Exposition of 18SU, nothing attracted 
more attention than this elegant and 
stately tree.

Dr. Adamaon, of the Board of Haaltb, 
was notified Monday night and went out 
early Tuesday morning to investitjate. 
He pronounces it a genuine case of the 
diaeaae. 

Melville came here about three weeks 
ago from "Sausage Row," Cincinnati, ac- 
cording to his story, and was formerly 
from South Carolina. 

He had been complaining for livnal 
days, and it ia aaid attended a nepro 
churcli at Minerva Sunday ni'j;ht. H this 
is true, the physicians in tliiit neighbor- 
hood ahonld at once tee that the peor le 
in the community are all vaccinnated. 

Melville was removed last night about 
midnight to the couoty pest house in 
"Sleepy Hollow," aontb of the County 
laflrmary, where the baae haa been com- 
pletely iaolated. 

A meeting of the Health Committee of 

the City Council, the Board of Education 
and other city officials was held last night 
to take steps to prevent a visitation of 
the amallpox. An order for general vac- 
cinnatlon waa decided on. The teachers 
were directed to aik-all achool children 
to be vaccinnated. 

Dr. 8. M. Harover, City Physician, will 
vaccinnafp all persons, and especially 
children, who are too poor to pay for 
having It done.
